SAY PEACH TREE 
BORER CAUSING 
CHERRY DAMAGE 


Peach tree borer may cause the 


loss of hundreds of cherry trees 
in Adams County this year. 


County Agent Frank S. Zettle 


sent letters to the fruit growers, 
calling for a special spray to com- 
bat the vastly increased spread 01 
peach tree borer hi the cherry 
orchards of the county, after con- 
sultation with J. O. Pepper, ex- 
tension entomologist from Penn- 
sylvania State University, and Dr. 
R. S. Kirby, extension plant pathol- 
ogist. He said, "The peach tree bor- 
er is causing damage to sour cher- 
ry trees in most cherry orchards. 
In fact some trees have been 
killed." 


A check with various orchardists 


Wednesday afternoon showed the 
possibility that several hundred 
trees are already dead, and num- 
erous others are badly damaged by 
the borer which attacks all "stone" 
fruits — peaches, 
cherries and 


plums. 


First Spray After Harvest 


Much of the damage apparently 


centers in the Bendersville-Wenks- 
ville area, with lesser damage in 
the 
Orrtanna-Cashtown 
section. 


But numerous trees have been 
found in which the borers have 
completely girdled the trees, and 
fruit growers fighting the pest can 
only spray to kill the borer and 
hope for the best. 


Some trees that have been gird- 


led will recover, others will be un- 
able to survive. In one two-acre 
plot nearly 40 trees were found 
that had been badly damaged by 
the-borers. In some larger plant-

APPLE SPRAY 


Codling moth larvae are still en- 


jering apples and powdery mildew 
is still spreading, Adams County 
Farm Agent Frank S. Zettle re- 
ported today in calling for the sixth 
cover spray, the llth spray lor the 
season, on apple trees. 


Red banded leaf roller are pres- 


ent in some orchards, mites are 
active, green apple and, wooly aphis 
are present on watersprout growth 
in most orchards and scab, Brook's 
fruit spot and sooty fungus are 
threats during wet weather, he said. 


Recommended for each 100 gal- 


lons of dilute spray are two pounds 
of a 50 per cent wettable powder 
DDT, one pound of a 50 per cent 
wettable powder TDE and one-pound 
of Captan. For concentrate sprays 
the materials should be tripled. 


In orchards where apple maggot 


was a problem last year, the county 
agent urges cutting the DDT to 
half dosage and adding two pounds 
of lead arsenate for dilute, six 
pounds for concentrate sprays. In 
interplated peach and apple or- 
chards a 50 per cent wettable pow- 
der methoxychlor should be used 
instead—of-the DDT in the same 
amounts as listed for DDT.

Peach tree borer m ay cause the 
loss of hundreds of cherry trees 
In Adams County this year. 
County Agent Frank 8. Zettle 
sent letters to the fruit growers, 
calling for a special spray to com ­ 
bat the vastly Increased spread oi J 
peach tree borer in the cherry 
orchards of the county, after con­ 
sultation with J. O. 
Pepper, ex­

sylvania State University, and Dr.

IKE READY TO 
COMPROMISE ON 
ROADS, HOUSING

WASHINGTON l*V—President Ei- 


senhower was reported willing to- 
day to compromise on highway 
and housing legislation in an effort 
to get bills through Congress in 
its closing days. 


A highly placed Republican who 


asked not to be named said the 
President has indicated he will set- 
tle for action in this session on 
five major bills: military reserve, 
atomic .ship, foreign aid and some 
kind of housing and road-building 
measures. 


The President was represented 


as giving high priority in confer- 
ences with GOP leaders to school 
construction, minimum wage, polio 
vaccine and Upper Colorado de- 
velopment measures. But he ap- 
parently was not insisting on their 
consideration if that would delay 
adjournment unduly. 


Rejected By Senate 


Eisenhower was said to have 


indicated he would be willing to 
accept a compromise highway bill 
which was self-financing. He pro- 
posed originally that a separate 
agency be set up to issue bonds, 
not chargeable to the federal debt, 
to finance the federal contribution 
to a 10-year interstate road building 
program. 


The Senate rejected this plan in 


passing a bill by Sen. Gore (D- 
Tenn) which would sharply in- 
crease federal contributions on all 
types of roads. These increases 
would be financed out of current 
appropriations but the Gore bill 
made no provision for boosting 
revenues. 


Seek Compromise 


The House Public Works Com- 


mittee yesterday directed a nine- 
member subcommittee to draft a 
compromise bill. The group will 
be headed by Rep. Fallon (D-Md^, 
who has proposed a one-cent-a- 
gallon increase in federal gasoline 
taxes and a boost in some other 
levies to pay for expanded high- 
way construction. 


Gore also has suggested a one- 


cent rise in the gas tax as a 
means of r a i s i n g money for 
stepped-up highway construction 
work. 


Eisenhower recommended • au- 


thority to construct 35,000 public 
housing units in each of the next 
two years. The Senate voted to 
make the figure 135,000 for four 
years. A bill jibing with Eisen- 
hower's recommendations on this 
point has struck a snag in the 
House Rules Committee.

Spray Instructions 


Six pounds of a 50 per cent wet- 


table powder DDT should be used 
in each 100 gallons of spray for-the 
first 
application. 
That 
same 


amount should be used if a second 
application is placed in three or 
four weeks. If the second spray is 
delayed until after peach harvest 
then In addition to the six pounds 
of DDT. four pounds of a 15 per 
cent parathion wettable powder 
should be employed. The "after- 
peach harvest" application should 
be made before September 15, Zet- 
tle said. 


The spray should be applied at 


a pressure of 150-to 400 pounds on 
tree trunks from about 18 Inches 
high on the trunk to the ground 
and the soil should be made wet 
for about six inches around the 
base of the tree trunk. 


Zettle also called for the normal 


post harvest spray in cherries. 
The post harvest spray, to prevent 
cherry leaf spot, powdery mildew 
and to control Japanese beetles 
and cherry slugs, should be applied 
within three weeks from the tune 
of the last pre-harvest spray. 


Beetle Abundant 


The spray should include two 


pounds of copper sulphate, six 
pounds of fresh spray lime and 
two pounds of a 50 per cent wet- 
table powder DDT per 100 gallons 
of a dilute mixture. For concen- 
trate sprays the amounts of the 
materials should be tripled per 100 
gallons. 


Zettle said Japanese beetles are 


fairly abundant "and can defoliate 
cherry trees if not controlled. The 
fungus causing leaf spot has been 
increasing in many orchards. It 
can cause defoliation if protection 
is not maintained. This is one of 
the most important sprays for the 
prevention of leaf spot this year." 
He added that "powdery mildew is 
a threat in a number of orchards."

IKE READY TO 
COMPROMISE ON 
ROADS, HOUSING 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON ^ P r e s id e n t El­ 
senhower was reported willing to­ 
day to compromise on highway 
and housing legislation in an effort 
to get bills through Congress in 
its closing days. 
A highly placed Republican who 
asked not to be named said the 
President has indicated he will set­ 
tle for action in this session on 
five m ajor bills: military reserve, 
atopite ship, foreign aid and some 
kind of housing and road-building 
measures. 
The President was represented 
as giving high priority In confer­ 
ences with COP leaders to school 
construction, minimum wage, polio 
vaccine and Upper Colorado de­ 
velopment measures. But he ap­ 
parently was not insisting on their 
consideration if that would delay 
adjournment unduly. 
Rejected By Senate 
Elsenhower was said to have 
indicated he would be willing to 
accept a compromise highway bill 
which was self-financing. He pro­ 
posed originally that a separate 
agency be set up to issue bonds, 
not chargeable to the federal debt, 
to finance the federal contribution 
to a IO-year interstate road building 
program. 
The Senate rejected this plan In 
passing a bill by Sen. Gore <D- 
Tenn) 
which would sharply 
in­ 
crease federal contributions on all 
types of roads. These increases 
would be financed out of current 
appropriations but the Gore bill 
made no provision for boosting 
revenues. 
Seek Compromise 
The House Public Works Com­ 
mittee yesterday directed a nine- 
member subcommittee to draft a 
compromi.se bill. The group will 
be headed by Rep. Fallon (D-Md), 
who has proposed a one-cent-a- 
gallon increase in federal gasoline 
taxes and a boost in some other 
levies to pay for expanded high­ 
way construction. 
Oore also has suggested a one* 
cent rise In the gas tax as a 
means of r a i s i n g money for 
stepped-up 
highway 
construction 
work. 
Eisenhower 
recommended • a u ­ 
thority to construct 35,000 public 
housing units in each of the next 
two years. The Senate voted to 
make the figure 135,000 for four 
years. A bill Jibing with Els en j 
bower’s recommendations on this j 
point has struck a snag In the 
Hou>e Rules Committee.

ings 50 or more trees can be found 
where extensive damage has been 
done to the trees. 
The first application should be 
made within a few days after the 
current sour cherry crop has been 
harvested, Zettle said. 
Spray Instructions 
Six pounds of a 50 per cent wet­ 
table powder DDT should be used 
in each IOO gallons of spray for the 
first 
application. 
That 
same 
amount should be used if a second 
application is placed In three or 
four weeks. If the second spray is 
delayed until after peach harvest 
then In addition to the six pounds 
of DDT, four pounds of a 15 per 
cent 
parathion 
wettable 
powder 
should be employed. The "after- 
peach harvest’’ application should 
be made before September 15, Zet­ 
tle said. 
The spray should be applied at 
a pressure of 150 to 400 pounds on 
tree trunks from about 18 inches 
high on the trunk to the ground 
and the soil should be made wet 
for about six Inches around the 
base of the tree trunk. 
Zettle also called for the normal 
post harvest spray In cherries. 
The post harvest spray, to prevent 
cherry leaf spot, powdery mildew 
and to control Japanese beetles 
and cherry slugs, should be applied 
within three weeks from the time 
of the last pre-harvest spray. 
Beetle Abundant 
The spray should Include two 
pounds of copper sulphate, 
six 
pounds of fresh spray lime and 
two pounds of a 50 per cent wet­ 
table powder DDT per IOO gallons 
of a dilute mixture. For concen­ 
trate sprays the amounts of the 
materials should be tripled per IOO 
gallons. 
Zettle said Japanese beetles are 
fairly abundant "and can defoliate 
cherry trees lf not controlled. The 
fungus causing leaf spot has been 
increasing In many orchards. It 
can cause defoliation if protection 
is not maintained. This is one of 
the most Important sprays for the 
prevention of leaf spot this year.” 
He added that "powdery mildew is 
a threat in a number of orchards.”

RUSSELL RAPS 
NEED FOR VETS 


IN ARMY PLAN 


WASHINGTON {£•>—Sen. Russell 


O>Ga) today questioned the pro- 
priety of requiring veterans to con- 
tinue to carry the chief burden 
under the administration's new mil- 
itary reserve plan. 


R'jsseH, chairman cr Jie Senate 


Armed Services Committee, said in 
a statement prepared for the open- 
ing of commitee hearings on the 
bill which has been strongly urged 
by President Eisenhower: 


"Our prior-service men find- them- 


selves right where they were at the 
time of Korea. They are the only 
men available in this great nation 
of ours to shoulder the heavy burden 
of an active combat-ready reserve." 


Russell protested against term- 


ing the administration program a 
new approach to the problem, de- 
claring that as has been the case 
in the past the reserve burden will 
fall on men who volunteered or 
were drafted for military duty. 


Vote Not Indicated 


He did not indicate he would 


oppose the bill, designed to increase 
the trained reserve to 2,900,000 men 
by 1960. 


Russell contrasted the situation 


with that he said was contemplated 
when the Senate voted for uni- 
versal military training four years 
ago, only to have it die in the House. 
The aim of that program, hs said, 
was to build up a combat-ready 
reserve without calling on veterans 
of active duty. 


He declared aleo that an er- 


•oneous i m p r e s s i o n has been 
'created in the miblic mind that 
;he nation's military reserve has 
been deteriorating and that it has 
suddenly b e c o m e dangerously 
weaker than at any time in our 
past history." 


Actually he said, the "nation's 


military reserve today is larger 
and more efficient than any time 
in our history."

truck. With all mash developer, feed 
at night enough to last till noon the 
next day. 
Closing and opening shelters is a 
labor item that you can eliminate, 
if your ranges are securely fenced. 
A good range fence will pay for it­ 
self in a short time. 
An opening in the top of the range 
shelter door will allow the pullets 
to get out at daybreak even though 
the doors are closed for protection 
at night. 
Injuries To Trees And Shrubs 
If 
insects axe damaging 
your 
J ornamental trees and shrubs, don’t 
always blame it on the insects. You 
may have put out the "welcome 
mat*’ yourself by injuring the trees 
with lawn mowers and other ma- 
1chinery. 
Many 
ornamental 
trees 
and 
shrubs are injured through the 
careless use of machinery. This may 
lead to infestations of borers and 
other insects or diseases which can 
kill the plant. 
Tile flowering dogwood Is espe­ 
cially susceptible to trunk injury. 
Borers often enter dogwood after 
injury and cause the death of the 
plant. Perhaps the best day to pre­ 
vent damage to the trunk of flow­ 
ing dogwood and other small trees 
land shrubs is to remove the grass 
for about two feet around the 


trunk to prevent damage in Urn 
area. 
Large numbers of shrubs and 
small trees eventually die because of 
a weakening through mechanical 
damage to the lower part of the 
trunk. The damage caused by chil­ 
dren in scarring the trunks and 
lower branches of trees and ahrubs 
weakens the plants and often pro­ 
vides suitable conditions for infesta­ 
tions for insects and diseases. 
Prevention of injury is easier and 
more practical than control of the 
insects and diseases. Many borers 
do not infest plants until they are 
in a weakened condition. Dogw*oods 
and birch are particularly suscep­ 
tible to borers after the plants are 
in a weakened condition. 
Don’t Poison Your Pig* 
Swine grower# are often unwit­ 
tingly responsible for poisoning their 
own pigs. 
Veterinarians 
are 
called 
upon 
every year to treat pigs that are vic­ 
tim# of some kind of poisoning. 
Cocklebur is very poisonous in the 
young, two-lcaf statue. If you find 
cocklebur in your hog pasture, keep 
the animals out until the plant can 
be killed or until it is large enough 
not to be poisonous to pigs.

causes trouble is rape. Rape la not 
poisonous in the usual sense, but 
when white-skinned hogs are on 
rape pasture in hot sun-light the 
rape may cause a severe sunburn. 
The injury may become so severe as 
to cause deep sloughing of the skin. 
If much sunburn occurs, the animals 
should come out of the pasture. 
Handle With Care 
Warm spring weather often brings 
out the urge in sportsmen to do 
some trapshooting. The clay pi­ 
geons used in trapshooting are poi­ 
sonous to pigs. Never allow trap­ 
shooting in the hog pasture. Pig# 
may be poisoned on fragments of 
clay plreona twenty or twenty-five 
year# after they are shot. 
Lead poisoning may occur when 
empty paint buckets are left where 
pigs can get to them or are used for 
feed buckets before they are care­ 
fully cleared out. 
The materials used to worm pigs 
are poisonous if you don’t use them 
properly. Always follow directions 
in using worming materials. Some 
rat poisons are also highly poisonous 
to pigs.

Injuries To Trees And Shrubs 
If insects are damaging your 


ornamental trees and shrubs, don't 
always blame it on the insects. You 
may have put out the "welcome 
mat" yourself by injuring the trees 
with lawn mowers and other ma- 
chinery. 


Many 
ornamental 
trees 
and 


shrubs are injured through the 
careless use of machinery. This may 
lead to infestations of borers and 
other insects or diseases which can 
kill the plant. 


The flowering dogwood is espe- 


cially fcusceptible to trunk injury- 
Borers often enter dogwood after 
injury and cause the death of the 
plant. Perhaps the best day to pre- 
vent damage to the trunk-x>f-flow- 
ing dogwood and other small trees 
and shrubs is to remove the grass 


trunk to prevent damage in this 
area. 


Large numbers of shrubs And 


small trees eventually die because of 
a weakening through mechanical 
damage to the lower part of the 
trunk. The damage caused by chil- 
dren in scarring the trunks and 
lower branches of trees and shrubs 
weakens the plants and often pro- 
vides suitable conditions for infest** 
tions for insects and diseases. 


Prevention of injury is easier and 


more practical than control of the 
insects and diseases. Many borers 
do not infest plants until they are 
in a weakened condition. Dogwoods 
and birch are particularly suscep- 
tible to borers after the plants are 
in a weakened condition. 


Don't Poison Your Plg» 


Swine growers are. often unwit- 


tingly responsible for poisoning their 
own pigs. 


Veterinarians are called upon 


every year to treat pigs that are vic- 
tims of some kind of poisoning. 


Cocklebur is very poisonous in the 


young, two-leaf stage. If you find 
cocklebur in your hog pasture, keep 
the animals out until the plant can 
be killed or until it is large enough 
not to be poisonous to pigs. 


Another plant that sometimes 


causes trouble is rape. Rape is not- 
poisonous in the usual sense, but 
when white-skinned hogs are on 
rape pasture in hot sun-light the 
rape may cause a severe sunburn. 
The injury may become so severe as 
to cause deep sloughing of the skin. 
If much sunburn occurs, the animals 
should come out of the pasture. 


Handle With Care 


Warm spring weather often brings 


out the urge in sportsmen to do 
some trapshooting. The clay pi- 
geons used in trapshooting are poi- 
sonous to pigs. Never allow trap- 
shooting in the hog pasture. Pigs 
may be poisoned on fragments of 
clay pigeons twenty or twenty-five 
years after they are shot. 


Lead poisoning may occur when 


empty paint buckets are left where 
pigs can get to them or are used for 
feed buckets before they are care- 
fully cleaned out. 


The rraterials used to worm pigs 


are poisonous if you don't use them _ 
properly. Always follow directions 
in using worming materials. Some 
rat poisons are also highly poisonous

llon dollars has been bottled up 
in' an Assembly committee since 
March 29.

Rowland B. Hughes, budget direc- 
tor who is making the study, indi- 
cated the Dixon-Yates plant prob- 
ably would not be needed now.
